| from the Original were imperfet ; my Lord com- 
manding oftentimes that only ſome part of his Di- 
reftions ſkould be copied out, which, ſaid he, may be 
ſafficient for ſome who are very curious in Books, or 
perhaps not able to buy many.

weft, and return'd me the following Letter which 1 
Tout you; and being confident you will be pleas d with 
the deſign of doing Juſtice to the Memory of a Learn- 
ed Prelate, which has ſuffer d in the Publication of 
little things, whilſt the more weighty Effefts of his

O U may remember, that diſcourſing with you 
frequently about ſome Pieces that have appear'd 
| under the late Learned and Pious Bithop of 
Lincoln's Name, particularly that of the Gena- 
int Remains, Talways expreſs't my Senſe about them 
to this effect; That Goveh there was foul play prattiſed 
in the publiſhing of them, and ſuch as deſerved to be 
taken notice of, yet that thoſe concern'd therein had laid 
their deſign (of getting a penny ) ſo open, and their 
poor Arts of railing the price and bulk of a Book ſo obvi- 
ous and undiſguiſed, that they were viſible to every 
Eye without being pointed to, and ſo needed not be 
- rw expoſed than they had done it them- 
elves. 

And for the clearing us, whom the Biſhop was plea- 
ſed to appoint Legatees for all his own Original Manu- 
ſcripts, I thought it ſufficient for us openly to diſavow 
( as for my part, I did upon all occaftions ) our being 
either conſenting or ſo much as privy to the Printing 
any of them ; which if we had been minded to _ n 
1a 
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had been- eaſy to have made choice of ſuch, as were 
infinitely more worthy of the Biſhop's Character. And 
to remove all Suſpicion at the greater diſtance, I faild 
not to acquaint others ( as opperrucay ſerved) that 
the Biſhop, at the diſpoſal of his MSS. ſhew'd no 
inclination to have any of them publiſh'd after his 
Deceaſe; for that the freedom being taken to ask his 
Lordſhip whether he would have any of them Printed, 
his Anſwer was, ( as near as I could recollett ) that he 
did not deſire that any ſhould. Now though this did not 
2mount to an abſolute Prohibition, yet I told them we 
took it to be a Signification of the Biſhop's Mind; and 
accordingly thought our Selves bound religiouſly to 
obſerve it, notwithſtanding the expectations and impor- 
tunities of others, of-the Advantage we might otherwiſe 
propoſe to our ſelves. | 

And thus being in no wiſe conſcious to our ſelves, 
of {ending dny thing abroad under the Biſhop's Name; 
T hope it may ſeem the more excuſable that we have 
been the leſs concern'd to publiſh our Innocence. - 

The only thing then that could be expected from 
us, was, thas ſomething ſhould be offer'd in Vindi- 
cation of the Biſhop's Memory, to which upon ſeveral 
accounts we owe a great Eſteem and Veneration , 
and which indeed would be extremely injured, if the 
World ſhould believe ( what is fuggeſted in the Pom 
ous Title } that Thoſe were T H E Gennize ProduQs 
of the Learned Prelate's long Study and Labour. But 
the truth is, T could never perſwade my ſelf that any 
that were acquainted with his Lordſhip's great Abilities 
(as few were ignorant of them ) could ever entertain 
0 injurious a thought of him. It was very well known 
that as He had made a nobk Collection of Books, ſo he 


put them to better uſe than any thing that's _ 
1NCE 
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ſince his Death doth ſhew ; and ' has taken the moſt 

effeftual way . to make them - ſerviceable hereafter, by 
" bequeathing them to Bodley's and Queens-College Li- 
braries in Oxford, and thereby 'accompliſhing his own 
- often repeated promiſes, and the hopes that others had 
conceiy'd thereupon. _ Te: 

And theſe Conſiderations you know, Sir, wrought ſo 
far with me, that I thought it unnecellary any thing 
ſhould be offer'd in. print, either for the Vindication! of 
our Patron, .or, the SatisfaQtion of others.: And,;herein 
you ſeem'd heretofore to concur with me. Nevertheleſs, 
ſince as well upon the ſaid accounts, as to:juſtify, our 


ſelves from ſome groundleſs ſurmiſes, you judge it need- 


ful ſomerhing ſhould be ſaid; Iam ready ro commu- 
nicate a few things that occurd.'to me in the peruſal 
of the Remains (tor to take notice of every thing that 
would bear a Reflection, would be an endleſs: labour ) 
and ſhall leave it to your Diſcretion to make what uſe 
of them you thiak fit. . | Io 
It was not to be expected, but that one ſpecious 
Pretence or other would be made uſe of to palliate' the 
rhatter, and the rather, becauſe the moſt unbecomin 
ACtions ( like the homelieſt Fices ) require the mo 
Art to ſet them off. And therefore to make Bookſeller 
and Buyer the better to ſwallow the Pill, nothing 
leſs -is pretended than the . gratifyng the Learned 
World, and erefting a laſting Monument of Praiſe to the 
Biſhop's Memory, by the Publication of this Book. As to 
the latter part of the Plea, it muſt be owned that. the 
Pious ArchiteQ”s Zeal for the Biſhop's Honour has tranſ- , 
ported him ſo far, that rather than want Materials for a 
Monument, he has piled together ſuch deſpicable ones, 
as if compar'd with others the Biſhop has. left behind 
Him, would make Him amancs as buried in Ruins. 


How 
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How far he deſign'd to oblige the World by this Cot- 
lection of Relicks, is only diſcernible to the Searcher of 
Hearts; but how far he has compaſs'd that Deſign, o- 
thers may judge: And I can't forbear (on this. Occa- 
ſion) re efting on the ſubtile Trade which the Romiſh 
Fryars. drive in vending the Relicks of their Saints, 
which, there are ſhrew* Suns ova tobelieve, is not 
ſo much for the benefit of the People as themſelves. 

But that which ſeems 'a Jef upon the Reader's Un- 
derftanding, is, that the Editor ' would make him be- 
lieve he is tender of («) /welling the Volume to too great a 
bulk, when tis. viſible he has ſcraped together both 
Old and New, Good and Bad, Genuine and Adulterate, 
the one to be a Vehicle to the other, and both together 
to ſcrew Mr. Daxtcn up to a Pitch. If the World be 
ſo Superſtitious as to be fond of Relicks, does he think 
Men will renounce. their Senſes too, and in ſpight of 
them believe that he is in good earneſt careful not to 
be too bulky, when to advance the number of Sheets 
he has added ſeveral of his own, and patch'd up a 
third part of -the reſt of the Book out of old Pieces, 
witnels the Preface to the Gun-powder Treaſon, the 
Tra& againſt Baxter, and the two Metaphyſical Exer- 
citations; when he has glean'd up a parcel of private 
Letters and Correſpondencies, and much other crude 
and indigeſted Matter, which we may reaſonably pre- 
{ume the Biſhop would never have deſired ſhould have 
ſeen any other light after his death, but that of the 
Flames | 

In the DireCions to a Young Divine, there are abun- 
dance of things marſhall'd under that Head, which the 
Biſhop never intended for that purpoſe. Amongſt 0- 
thers, there's a Syllabus of Socinian Queſtions foiſted in; 
concerning which *twould perhaps puzzle the Editor to 
give

gives ſatisfaQtory Anſwer to any of theſe Four Queſti- 
ons. Why it was Printed at all * Why at ſuch an unſea- 
ſonable time ? Why under a falſe and improper Head? And 
why ſo lame and imperfect ? | 
Why Printed at all?-Was it that the Editor would 
have the Biſhop thought an Abettor of 'Socinianiſm ? 
from which he ſtood at as great a Diſtance, as one part of 
a ContradiQion from the other, as every one knows that 
was not a meer Stranger both to his Writings and Con- 
verſation. Or was it for the general Information of 
Mankind, in a part of knowledge they might with 
more ſafety be ignorant of? 'The Socinians are look'd 
upon by ſome as great Maſters of reaſoning, and 
perhaps they bid as fair for it, as the weakneſs of the 
Cauſe, they ' maintain, will admit 'of : So that what 
M. Cato obſerv'd of Ceſar, ſeems in ſome wiſe applicable 
to Sacinus, Unum ex Omnibus ad Evertendam Rempublicans 
[ Chriſtianam ] Sobrium acceſſiſſeÞ And his Opinions 
being {o dangerous to the Foundation of Chriſtianity, 
its \ſomewhat unaccountable what neceſſity there 
was, 'to be directed to Chapter, Page, and SeCtion, 
where to find them aſſerted to all the advantage they 
are capable of : Eſpecially if we conſider, that Men 
are zaturally too inquiſitive after forbidde» Knowledge : 
The Experiment coſt our firſt Parents very dear, and 
their Poſterity have ever had ſuch a. fatal Curioſity to 
ry into the Errors of former Ages, as never nends to. 
be ſet on edge. Whatſoever therefore the Biſhop might 
Communicate to #4 particular Friend, and one that was 
more than ordinarily curious in the Study of Theological 
Matters (as the Prefacer has it ) yet he could never 
intend that Syllabus of Queſtions ( in the dreſs it ap- 
pears in) for common and Publick Uſe: Much leſs 
would he ever have conſented- to the diſperſing of it 
at.

But laſtly, if printed it »»#ſ# be, -and at an.,a»/ſea- 
fonable time too, and moreover under an 7mproper 
Head; why was it after all ſent abroad 1o-|/ame and 
zmperfeit, I mean, without thoſe references to Orthodox 
Authors, who have deſignedly and ſucceſsfully writ. 
againſt the Socinians, and which are found in the 
Biſhop's Original Papers? I am not willing indeed to 
believe that the Colletor omitted them. out of any 
affection to Socinianiſm.

What follows the Dired:ons (to Page 383.) is little 
elſe but ſome private Letters and ſcatter'd Papers, glean'd 
up from ſeveral Quarters; many of which are not to 
be found amongſt the Biſhop's Writings ; a certain ſign 
this, that if they be Genuine, he ſet little or no value 
on them; it being his conſtant Method, when he communi- 
cated any thing he valued, to his Friends, to deſire them 
to return the Copy, or at leaſt to cauſe it to be tran- 
{cribed before he ſent it. Amongſt his Papers there 
are found Letters writ from every Corner of the Com- 
paſs, and amongſt others, ſome ſign'd with P. P. and 
dated from the Srrayd, near the AMay-pole, If all 
were ſuch as His, it would be worth the while to 
make a Preſent of them to the Haberdaſher of Small- 
wares in the Poaxltrey, But I would firſt know whe- 
ther P. P. would take it well to have His Expos'd to 
publick Cenſure. The Prefacer to the Remains, (if that 
be his Name at large) ſays that no Works are more 
grateful to Critical Readers, than ſuch as are compri- 
zed by way of Epiſtle, Now I do aflure him, His are 
very entertaining that way ; and it we ſhould divert 
the Reader at his coſt, it would be but a juſt Reta- 
lation. However, his Letters will be kept by way of 
Reprizal for further Service. 
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Next: in order- follow a Preface to a Diſcourſe con- 
eerning the (Zanpowder-Treaſon, an Anſwer to a Traft' 
of Mr. Baxter's, and a little after two Metaphyſical 
Exercitations-3 all which being 1n Print before, *tis hard 
to ſay for what- end they are now Re-printed, unleſs.

The like, nay much worſe Treatment have the Srates. 
of Queſtions met with, which begin p. 568. and fo in 
a-manner cloſe the Book. Theſe they have given us. 
in ſuch an. Heterogeneous, Equivocal: Mungrel Verſion,. 
as I defy the whole Fraternity of Tranſlators to match, 
from the famous R. L. down to- M's, School-boys.. So 
that it may truly be vouched upon this occaſion, if 
ever, Faciunt intelligendo ut nihil intelligant.. Beſides tis: 
manifeſt, the Biſhop has writ them haſtily and incuri- 
ouſly ; And though probably he might ſometimes read 
them in the College Chappel, yet it can no more. from. 
thence be coneluded, that he calculated them for the 
Preſs, than that a Man. deſigns. every. thing he utters. 
amongſt private Friends. ſhould be proclainvd at the. 
Croſs. But whatſoever they are in themſelves, they 
have ſuffer'd in many places, by being garbled, depra- 
ved and ill Tranſlated, and ſometimes by the omiſſion. 
of ( what was of great Uſe in ſuch ſhort and imperfett: 
Tracts) the ol aura. to particular Authors, wha. 


have handled the Points more copioully. 
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' That this Charge may not ſeem. to-be laid without: 
Ground, I will give you a few Specimens of the Tran- 
flator's or Tranſcriber's Performance in one of the States. 
And to prevent all Suſpicion, as if I intended to. ag- 
gravate the matter, and with a ſpiteful Diligence to 
cull out the worſt for a Pattern of the reft, I' will be 
ſo fair as to look no farther than into the very firſt 
Queſtion that offers it ſelf, and from thence leave o--. 
thers to judge what may be expected in the reſt.

The Biſhop is proving that a Future Con- 
tingent,. cannot be aQtually Preſent ( Scientie etiam Di- 
vixe ) even to Divine Knowledge ; and gives this Rea- 
ſon for it, becauſe Alicai preſens eſſe ſapponit eſſe ex parte- 
xei, To be preſent to any one, &c. not alicujus, but

that which ſome, whom he mentions, did deny. 

But the next words that: follow are perverted more 
inexcuſably. The words in the MS. are, Futura Con- 
tingentia ab eterno non erat, which the unskilful Gar- 
bler has turn'd, They were: wot futura contingentia' ab 
eterno; which neither. anſwers the Biſhop's Latin, nor 
his Argument, nor makes him write conſiſtently with 
Truth, or with himſelf, It anſwers not his Latin ; 
For theſe words Futura .cantingentia ab eterno non erant, 
are-a Propoſition ſecundi Aajarentis { as: the Logicians 
term it) wherein the Yerb includes both the Copul; 
and the Predicate; and ſo on erart lignifies as much 
as non exiſtebant, or non erant exiſtentia: and the Senſe 
of the words will be, that Fatare Contingents were not 
exiſtent from all Eternity, This will appear plain envugh, 
if we conſider the Argument. For the Biſhop's Afſer- 
tion immediately preceding is, that Future Contin-: 
gents could not be preſent with God from Eternity, 
1n reſpet&t of their aQual Exiſtence; the medium where- 
* he proves it expreſly, is, becauſe Future Contingents 

eterno non erant, were not exiſtent from Eternity, 
therefore he: infers from Eternity they could not be pre- 
ſent with God. | Thus it appears the: Tranſlator has 
neither underſtood the Senſe of the Biſhop's words, 
nor the drift of his Argument : and yet both theſe are. 
more pardonable, than to make him affert that which: 
is really falſe in it ſelf, and moreover a ContradiQi--: 
on to what he had faid juſt before. Ir is falſe to fay,

{aid.in the words foregoing, that God fore-knew them 
from. Eternity: Therefore to make Him aſſert that Fu- 
ture. Contingents were . not from Eternity, is to make 
him inconſiſtent with himſelf : For which all due Thanks 
to the Tranſlator's Care and Judgment. | 

If any. of the foremention'd- Miſtakes ſeem too light 
to be animadverted upon; yet Miſtakes they are, and 
ſuch as none that | had rightly underſtood what he 
had been about, could have been guilty of. And ftum- 
bling upon ſo many within ſo ſhort a compaſs, and 
at the. very Threſhold (as it were), I thought EF - 
needed go no further in; looking- upon: theſe as an 
Omen, or ſufficieat warning what we have to truſt 
to elſewhere. | 

But beſides the unfaithfulneſs of the Verſion-part 
either the Tranſcriber. of the States ( whom the Editor 
ſpeaks of p. 567. ) took but imperfect Copies of 
them, or the Tranſlator has aſſum'd (by what autho- 
rity, T know not ) an Inquiſitorial Power of Purga- 
tion, or rather Depravation, through the whole. And 
of this alſo ( according to promiſe.) I will ſeek for 
no other proof, but what the firſt Queſtion furniſhes 
us with. 

The Biſhop, it ſeems, reſolves it into theſe two 
Concluſions : 

1. Quod Deus Futura Contingentia cognoſcat. 

2. Quod cognitio hac eorum contingentiam non tollat. 
The former ( viz.) "That God do's. foreknow future 
Contingents, he proves, againſt the Socinians, by three 

| E Argu- 
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Arguments ; the firſt of 'which 'is taken from God's 
 Foreknowledge and PrediQtion of the Circumſtances of 
our Saviour's Conception and” Birth. This the 'Pur- 
]aror has vouchſafed to: tranſmit more faithfully than 
the other, though not entirely neither. But: for the 
other two, he has ſo contratted them into: Short-hand, 
that ny are rather "Hints than Arguments, as is eaſily 
perceiv'd by comparing the Arguments. as mariaged by 
the Biſhop, and as dock*'d and mangled in the Remains. 


The Biſhop's Second Argument ftands thus :

theſe Evidences. ( out of many that might be pro- 
duced) are ſufficient to ſhew what an unlimited and 
an unwarrantable Liberty is taken, not only to publiſh 
things without. the Author's Conſent, either expreſs or 
preſumptive, but alſo to maim, corrupt and abuſe them, 
and after all to Palm them for Genuine upon the World. 

T would here make an end, but that the Editor has 
contrived ſuch a Remaiz for the cloſe of his Book, as 
deſerves not to be paſs'd over without an Obſeryation. 
?Tis a Letter of the Biſhop's to his Clergy, occaſion'd by 
an Order of Seſſions, for the Proſecution of the Laws 4ainſ 
Diſſenters, which whatever Service or Credit it may do 
the Biſhop, I am ſure can do the Editor neither. For 
*tis notorious that Sir P. P. has been a Champion for 
Toleration ; witneſs the Caſe of Toleration heretofore 
Printed with his Name to it, and his Preface to a for- 
mer Book of the Biſhop of Lizcoln's Tracts : And yet 
he has taken care to let the World underſtand by this 
Letter, that the Biſhop thought 'the Laws againſt Diſ- 
ſenters good, and their Execution necetlary, and that 
he not only requir'd his Clergy to publiſh the: above- 
ſaid Order, and diligently to advance the deſign of it, 
but inforc?d the Reaſonableneſs of Conformity to the 
Eſtabliſht Church by ſuch Arguments, as in my opinion, 
*tis ſcarce poſſible to compriſe more or weightier in ſoſma[ll 
a compaſs. The Letter is but of two Pages,and it you have 


read it, pray tell me whether the Bp. has not ſaid as much 
as 
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as could well be faid,in fo few lines, & what yourthoughts 
were upon reading of it. Was it not obvious to conceive, 
that Conſidering Men would begin to queſtion, whether 
the Diſcourſe for Toleration,Printed amongſt others lately 
under the Bp's Name, were really the Bp's, or ſome Suppo- 
ſititious Piece? (And then let Sir P. ſee how he will avoid 
the ſuſpicion of Forgery). Or if they acquit Sir P. in that, 
they would at leaſt perceive, that how reaſonable ſoever 
in the Theory a Toleration might ſeem to the Bp. yet when 
he came to reduce it to Pra#zce, and have to do with the 
troubleſome Spirit of our Diſſenters, he found it not feaſi- 
ble,nor conſiſtent with the Weal of the Church: And then 
let Sir P. (the Champion for Toleration,) ſee how he will 
juſtify the Publiſhing ſo much againſt a Toleration, and 
under a Government too, that he would faun flatter for 
having granted it, and Eſtabliſht it by Law. 

I fear I have tranſgreſs'd the bounds of a Letter ; there- 
fore I ſhall add no more, ſave only to put ina ſhort Caveat 
or two. And in the firſt place, Caveat Empror, let the Pur- 
chaſer beware hereafter, how he is 1mpos'd upon by Sur- 
reptitious Pieces. All Coins have not the true Szamp; and 
ſome that have, have too great a mixture of the Alloy in 
the Metal to paſs currant. 

And if I might be admitted for once to be of Counſel to 
Perſons of Quality and Learning, I would humbly adviſe 
them to be very cautious whom they admit 2 Secrets, leſt 
it be their lot (as it has been lately of a Spiritual and a
